Any public official violat­ 
ing the provisions of this bill upon 
conviction could be fined not less 
than $100 nor m ore than $1,000 
and would be guilty of official 
m isconduct for which he could be 
rem oved from office as provid­ 
ed by law. 


Bill No. 12 would require the 
publication of an annual financial 
statem en t of all offices, boards 
and com m issions on all levels of 
governm ent. This would include 
school, 
road,

and other districts which are not 
presently covered by existing law. 
The bill also contains a pro­ 
vision for stopping the paym ent 
of State funds to a school district 
for failure to publish the req u ir­ 
ed statem en t.

prompt Action Needed 
Hospital Funds Available lf Hondo Acts 
By JERRY JUNE BERGER 


Our editorial last week concerning 


Medina County's Hospital 
f u t u r e 
hrouuht an enthusiastic response from 
both men and women, some of them 
even offering to serve on committees 
or to help in any w ay possible to get 
a county hospital program started at 
once Others wanted to know what the 
first step toward accomplishing the 


goal should be. 


Tuesday morning, Mayor O. A. Ply 
and Dr. Joe Mims drove to Austin for 
a conference with Dean F. Winn, M. D., 
who is director of the Division of Hos- 
nital Services of the State Department 
of Health. It is Mr. Winn and commit- 
tee who decide where Hill-Burton fed­ 
eral funds shall be used in Texas. Our 
seal men found that all available funds 
have been used in the state until July 
I 
1957 when a 
new appropriation 
will become available, but even so Mr. 
Winn was encouraging. 
So if the people of this area are 
sincere about wanting a county hos­ 


pital, they should begin immediately to 
qualify for the application in order that 
ours would be one of the first to be 
considered when Hill-Burton funds are 
again available just four short months 


from now. 
And how is this done? First of all, 
we must have 
a 
hospital planning 
board — a group of individuals from 
over the county who would be willing 
to spend some time in an earnest in­ 
vestigation of the best ways to proceed 
with the project and in meetings which 
would cover everything from the gen­ 
eral to the specific. 
Secondly, we must be able to show 
our need in order to secure the federal 
funds. This part should be easy. The 
State Department of Health 
recom­ 
mends that ideally there be 4.5 hos­ 
pital beds for each 1,000 citizens, lf 
we say that our county population is 
an even 16,000, 
this means that we 
should have 72 hospital beds. And how 


many do we have? 
According to a 
pamphlet released by the State Health 
Department, the Castroville Clinic has 
12 beds and Medina Hospital has 16, 
or a total of 28 beds. We are, today, 
44 beds short of what our state govern­ 
ment recommends. This lame booklet 
also states that Medina County should 
have 56 beds in nursing homes, 
but 
their official list shows none. 
lf we intend to have additional hos­ 
pital space for our area, it is impera­ 
tive that our application be in early 
and this is why. San Antonio, which 
as the lowest number of per capita 
hospital beds, available of any city in 
Texas, is beginning a tremendous hos­ 
pital building program — a nine mil­ 
lion dollar one — and Medina County 
is included in their 
10-county service 
area. Certainly 
we wish them every 
success in reaching their goal, but the 
fact remains that Medina County folks 
would have to drive from 
30 to 50 
miles to avail themselves of their serv­ 
ices and our needs right here at home 
would still exist. 
The proposed new 
Southwest Texas Methodist Hospital for 
San Antonio will be seeking from I V2 
to 2V 
2 million dollars 
of Hill-Burton 
funds. IF theirs 
is granted first, 
we 
might have to sit around and wait for 
another year or so before we could get 
funds because theoretically 
they are 
covering our area. But if our applica­ 
tion is in and we have ours granted, 
then San Antonio could go ahead and 
get whatever they seek. Or in other 
words, it would not hurt them for us 
to get funds first, whereas it might hurt 
us if theirs is granted before our ap­ 
plication is in. 
The opinions of the public are im­ 
portant on any question and even more 
so on one which could very easily a f­ 
fect every citizen of the county. Who can 
say just when they will need a hos­ 
pital bed? Now is the time for discus­ 
sion and the time for decision will come 
shortly. Talk it up. And what is YOUR 
opinion?

The subject of this sketch was 
born in Bigenbach, Prussia, six­ 
teen miles from the Belgian line, 
in 1822. In 1846, and also prior to 
that tim e many immigrants from 
Alsace and points near theBel- 
gian frontier were 
coming 
to 
Am erica and 
settling 
on 
the 
frontier of Texas, being led hither 


by Henry Castro, 
In March, 1846, Mr. Weynand, 
in company with about 200 other 
columnists, started for the pro­ 
mised land, where they were told 
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they could build up happy homes 
and have all the land they want­ 
ed. The colonists were delayed 
six weeks at Antwerp, and then 
set sail on the Am erican 
ship 
Bangar. They were seventy-two 
days crossing the ocean. A boy 
was born on board the ship dur­ 
ing the time, and 
was 
named 
after the ihip. One of the party, 
Jacob Gold, was taken very sick 
and was left on the coast of the 
Belgian channel. A purse 
was 
made up for him to pay expenses 
during his sickness. He recover­ 
ed and came on to the colony, 
and lived to be an old man and 
a veteran of the Mexican war, 
and died below San Antonio. The 
ship, Bangar, 
landed 
at 
Port 
Lavaca, on the coast of Texas, 
and the colonists scattered.

This trans­ 
fer always takes place in the 
early morning. 
The cargo is heroin and mari­ 
juana. Sometimes the shipment 
includes diamonds and gold. 
It is said by those who should 
know that 90 percent of all the 
illicit narcotics coning into the 


United States is brought across 
the border from Mexico, most of 
it 
coming 
through 
Texas 
and 
through San Diego. And only a 
small 
proportion 
of

amount of dope brought into Tex­ 
as, and from here spread all over 
America, is ever seized.

States A ir Force. South Texas is 
180 degrees out of phase to the 
radar screen, concentrated as it 
is to spot planes coming in from 
the Atlantic or from the Pacific.

wide op^n to any airplane, Rus­ 
sian or smuggler. Besides, a plane 
coming almost at ground level 
would be safe from radar in any 
case. 
Previous articles in this series 
have pointed out that this utterly 
fantastic county is a product of 
its isolated geography, its his­ 
tory and its people. But history 
fades and people change. So in

George B. Parr is fighting, and 
fighting desperately, for his polit­ 
ical life and for his physical lib­ 
erty. There’s something magnifi­ 
cent and woesome about a 
fighter, even when he’s on the 
opposite side. 
According to Attorney General 
John Ben Shepperd, to District 
Attorney Sam Burris, to Law yer 
Jacob Floyd of Alice, and to half 
a hundred other Farr opponents 
I ’ve talked to, the Duke of Duval 
is fighting his last big fight. The 
Duke, they say, is through, fin­ 
ished, licked. 
, 
According to one of Fa rr * top 
attorneys, dapper Luther Jones of 
Corpus Christi, Shepperd, Burns 
et 
a! 
ace dripping 
wet. 
They 
couldn’t be more wrong. So says 
Jones. 
„ 
., 
“ Look at it this way, 
said 
Jones to me. “ I his is an election 
year and the politicos are making 
hav All this will bbrw over. These 
civil suits and indictments are 
pure politics and once the shout­ 
ing is over they'll be allowed to 
die very quietly. You re a strang­ 
er 
to 
this 
part 
of 
Texas 
or 
you’d know all of this has hap­ 
pened before.” 
As 
Luther Jones talked 
my 
mind went back to long ago when 
' I was just breaking into news­ 
paper work on the old “ Chicago 
Evening American.” In those days 
Al Capone was running the rac­ 
kets. I once met the King of 
the Racketeers and a right charm­ 
ing fellow he was. Nobody ever 
pinned a murder rap on Al. He 
went to Alcatraz for income tax 
evasion. 
In New v ork I ’ve met Frank 
Costello, 
he 
of 
the 
television 
hands 
that 
Senator 
Kefauver 
made so famous. Talking to him 
at the Vesuvio 
Restaurant 
on 
West 48th Street, one of his fav­ 
orite haunts, you’d never think 
he’d ever heard of a slot machine 
or a gaming table. Charming fel­ 
low. Lovely fellow. He’s in jail. 
“ And all this business about 
political killings in Duval,” Jones 
went on. “ They've been trying to 
E 
in a killing on P a rr for years. 
lo n’t you think he’d have been 
charged with murder long ago if 
they could’ve got something on 


I him ? ” 


Jones, who is nothing if not 
frank, admit* without any quib 
hies that his client is no saint. He 
depicts George B. Farr as a man 
who gets what he wants when he 
wants it and who isn’t overly 
squeamish about methods. 
And 
Jones had admitted as ranch in 
open court, many times. 
The well-dressed little lawyer, 
who presumably knows what is 
going on inside the Farr machine. 
has some interesting ideas about 
the future of Duval. 
Should George B. Farr lose his 
battle, even be sent to prison, this 
does not mean the end of the 
Farr dynasty. Another Farr. the 
Duke’s nephew. Archer Parr II. 
is ready to take over. 
Should this switch happen, Du­ 
val history would be repeating 
itself. George Fa rr deposed his 
father just twenty years ago. 
Archer F a rr is a personable 
young man. 35. a Marine veteran. 
a family man. educated, and well 
schooled in the roueh and tumble 
of Duval politics. He has served 
as sheriff under his uncle. 
George B. Pan* “ did time” in 
Federal prison, in E l Reno, Okla­ 
homa, back in 1936. The charge 
was cheating on his income tax. 
When he got back home to San 
Diego he was greeted as a hero, 
as a man who had suffered per* 
secution for the sake of his peo­ 
ple. He was met by a brass band 
and by dancing in the streets. 
But he returned to find that 
wire cutters had been at work on 
the P a rr political fences, that his 
father, Senator Archie Fa ir, the 
then reigning Duke of Duval, was 
unable to ride the range as of 
old. 
George took over the power rn 
Duval. His father went into exile, 
to live at the Nueces Hotel in 
Corpus Christi until his death. 
Again George P a rr is under 
indictment for income tax cheat­ 
ing. and again his followers say 
he is being persecuted for their 
sake. Should he again be convict­ 
ed. on the tax charge or any one 
of a. number of other Federator 
State 
c h a r g e s 
now 
pending 
against him. including a charge 
of using the mails to defraud 
anything can happen in the coun 
ty of Duval. 
However. Luther Jones to the 
contrary’, there is a vast differ­ 
ence between the Duval of 193f 
and the Duval of 1956. (A s a 
matter of fact, there is a vast 
difference between the Duval 
1954 and 1956. which will be th' 
subject of the two final articles 
in this series.) 
Twenty 
years 
ago the 
Pan- 
power was solid as the Rocky 
Mountains, and seemingly as per­ 
manent. Men in Austin and W ash­ 
ington fawned upon the Duke 
courted his favors, jumped when 
he crooked his little finger. 
Farr could, 
and 
did, deliver 
IOO to I majorities in any elec­ 
tion. He could loftily ignore the 
mundane doings of ordinary poli­ 
tics. He was the puissant prince, 
after the fashion of the Middle 
Ages. 
But P a rr has been projected 
head over heels, into the unsym­ 
pathetic new world of the mid- 
Twentieth Century. The alchemy 
of his time has changed his coun­ 
ty. George B. P a rr was born just 
500 years too late. 
Actually, it was more than al­ 
chemy that changed Parr's coun­ 
ty. The last two articles of this 
series will deal with what radical 
changes can be made in a boss- 
ruled county when one Attorney 
General get* it into hi* head that 
feudalism ha* got to go.
